"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 28A. 335
RCWto read as foll ows:

(1) The legislature finds that the benefits of school district
procurenent of l|ocally grown foods include environnental protection
| ocal economc developnent, inproved child nutrition, and food
security. Purchasing locally grown foods:

(a) Reduces the distance and changes the manner in which food
travels from producer to consunmer, which conserves energy, decreases
gr eenhouse gas em ssions, and decreases reliance on oil;

(b) Expands market opportunities for |ocal farnmers, which preserves
and strengthens food production and increases the already significant
contribution that agriculture makes to |ocal and state econom es;

(c) Contributes to the health and devel opnment of school children,
whi ch bolsters their ability to achi eve educati onal goals; and

(d) Reduces reliance on nonlocally grown foods, which increases
food access and safety.

(2) Wth this act, the legislature provides school districts the
authority to consider the distance food travels from the point of
production to the point of consunption when neking food procurenent
deci si ons.

Sec. 2. RCW28A. 335.190 and 2005 ¢ 346 s 2 and 2005 c 286 s 1 are
each reenacted and anended to read as foll ows:

(1) When, in the opinion of the board of directors of any schoo
district, the cost of any furniture, supplies, equipnent, building
i nprovenents, or repairs, or other work or purchases, except books,
w Il equal or exceed the sumof fifty thousand dollars, conplete plans
and specifications for such work or purchases shall be prepared and
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notice by publication given in at |east one newspaper of general
circulation within the district, once each week for two consecutive
weeks, of the intention to receive bids and that specifications and
other information nmay be examned at the office of the board or any
other officially designated |ocation: PROVIDED, That the board w thout
gi ving such notice may nake inprovenents or repairs to the property of
the district through the shop and repair departnent of such district
when the total of such inprovenents or repair does not exceed the sum
of forty thousand dollars. The cost of any public work, inprovenent or
repair for the purposes of this section shall be the aggregate of al
anounts to be paid for |labor, material, and equi pnent on one conti nuous
or interrelated project where work is to be perfornmed sinultaneously or
in close sequence. The bids shall be in witing and shall be opened
and read in public on the date and in the place named in the notice and
after being opened shall be filed for public inspection.

(2) Every purchase of furniture, equipnment or supplies, except
books, the cost of which is estimated to be in excess of forty thousand
dollars, shall be on a conpetitive basis. The board of directors shal
establish a procedure for securing tel ephone and/or witten quotations
for such purchases. Wenever the estimated cost is fromforty thousand
dollars up to seventy-five thousand dollars, the procedure shal
require quotations fromat |least three different sources to be obtained
in witing or by telephone, and recorded for public perusal. Wenever
the estimated cost is in excess of seventy-five thousand dollars, the
publ i ¢ bi ddi ng process provided in subsection (1) of this section shal
be foll owed.

(3) Any school district may purchase goods produced or provided in

whole or in part fromclass Il inmte work prograns operated by the
departnent of corrections pursuant to RCW 72.09. 100, including but not
limted to furniture, equipnment, or supplies. School districts are

encouraged to set as a target to contract, beginning after June 30
2006, to purchase up to one percent of the total goods required by the
school districts each year, goods produced or provided in whole or in

part fromclass Il inmate work prograns operated by the departnment of
corrections.
(4) Every building, inprovenent, repair or other public works

project, the cost of which is estimted to be in excess of forty
t housand dollars, shall be on a conpetitive bid process. Wenever the
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estimated cost of a public works project is one hundred thousand
dollars or nore, the public bidding process provided in subsection (1)
of this section shall be followed unless the contract is let using the
small works roster process in RCW 39.04.155 or under any other
procedure authorized for school districts. One or nore school
districts may authorize an educational service district to establish
and operate a small works roster for the school district under the
provi si ons of RCW 39. 04. 155.

(5) The contract for the work or purchase shall be awarded to the
| owest responsible bidder as defined in RCW 43.19.1911 but the board
may by resolution reject any and all bids and nmake further calls for
bids in the same manner as the original call. On any work or purchase
the board shall provide bidding information to any qualified bidder or
the bidder's agent, requesting it in person.

(6) In the event of any enmergency when the public interest or
property of the district would suffer material injury or damage by
del ay, upon resolution of the board declaring the existence of such an
energency and reciting the facts constituting the sane, the board may
wai ve the requirenents of this section with reference to any purchase
or contract: PROVIDED, That an "energency", for the purposes of this
section, neans a condition likely to result in immedi ate physical
injury to persons or to property of the school district in the absence
of pronpt renedial action.

(7) This section does not apply to the direct purchase of schoo
buses by school districts and educational services in accordance with
RCW 28A. 160. 195.

(8) This section does not apply to the purchase of WAshi ngton grown
f ood.

(9) At the discretion of the board, a school district nay devel op
and inplenent policies and procedures to facilitate and maxim ze to the
extent practicable, purchases of WAshington grown food including, but
not limted to, policies that permt a percentage price preference of
up to twenty-five percent for the purpose of procuring Washi ngton grown
f ood.

(10) The definitions in this subsection apply throughout this
section.

(a) "Percentage price preference” neans the percent by which a
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responsive bid froma responsi ble bidder whose product is a Washi ngton
grown food may exceed the lowest responsive bid submtted by a
responsi bl e bi dder whose product is not a WAshi ngton grown food.

(b) "Washington grown" neans grown and packed or processed in
Washi ngt on.

(11) This section does not apply to procurenent of food by a schoo
if it is determned that conpliance with this section woul d:

(a) Cause denial of federal noneys; or

(b) Be inconsistent with the requirenents of federal |aw

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. (1) The Washington heritage |ivestock and
poultry breed recognition program is created in the departnent of
ar chaeol ogy and historic preservation. The purpose is to establish a
nonregul atory incentive-based programto provide: (a) Recognition to
owners of heritage livestock and poultry; (b) increased awareness to
the public and to students of the history of the donesticated ani mals;
(c) an expanded market to encourage the continued production of these
| ocally grown agricultural products; and (d) itens of special interest
to students that could, as appropriate, be served in school |unch
prograns that have both nutritious and educational val ue.

(2) The director of the departnent shall establish the heritage
livestock and poultry breed recognition program To apply for
recognition, an animl owner may submt an application form to the
departnent that includes the breed of the livestock or poultry, photos
of the animals, a brief history of the livestock or poultry breed
including the breed's worigin, and its interesting and unique
characteristics. The departnent may use as a general guide for the
recognition program the species of livestock and poultry that are
designated as "critical," "threatened,” or "watch" on the conservation
priority list established by the American |ivestock breeds conservancy.
Persons owning |ivestock or poultry of breeds not included on these
lists may submt supplenental information regarding the breed' s status
as a rare or dimnishing breed for consideration by the departnent for
possi bl e designation as a heritage |ivestock breed.

(3) The departnent shall: (a) Periodically issue recognition
awards to the owners of the aninmals designated under subsection (2) of
this section; and (b) maintain a web site that includes pictures and a
short description of aninmals on the heritage |ivestock breed registry.
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(4) This section expires July 1, 2010."
